—One of the emperors of ancient Rome 


devised a perfectly secure retreat during 
a thunder storm in the form of a subter- 
ranean vault of iron. He was probably 
led to this by thinking of a mode of keep- 
ing out missiles, having no notion that a 
thin shell of soft copper would have been 
quite as effective in resisting the light- 
ning as the massive iron walls. 


—A remarkable solar protuberance was 


lately observed by M. Thollon at the 
Paris Observatory. 
The protuberance 


rose vertically as a thin luminated jet, 
moving at the rate of about twenty miles 
per second, to a height equal to one- 
fourih of the suns diameter, or about 215,- 
000 miles. After rising, it gradually de- 
creased in brightness, at the same time 
enlarging to prodigious dimentions. 


—The size attained by icebergs is some- 


tunes prodigious. From measurements 
made upon one, Dr. llayes estimated it to 
contain about 27,000,000 feet, while its 
weight must have been not less than 100,- 
000,000 tons. It was grounded in water 
nearly half a mile in depth. What then 
must have been the thickness and size of 
the glacier from which this mass had be- 
come detached! 


—A very curious proof of the identity 


of animal and vegetable protoplasm has 
been supplied by Claude Bernard, who 
has shown that both are alike sensitive to 
the influence of anaesthetics. 
Exposed 


to ether, a sensitive plant no longer closed 
its leaflets when touched. 
Assimilation 


and growth, as well as germination, are 
arrested by chloroform. 
Schiitzenberger 


has proved that the fresh cells of the 
yeast plant breathe like an aquatic ani- 
mal. 


—The distance required for stopping 


railroad trains increases very rapidly with 
the increase of speed. In experiments 
made in England, the Westinghouse 
brake stopped a train moving at the rate 
of 411 miles an hour, at a point only 485 
feet distant from the place where the 
brake was applied ; but when the speed 
was increased to 61 miles an hour, the dis- 
tance run after the application of the 
brake was 1,182 feet, and at a speed of 
67 miles an hour the train ran 2,005 feet 
after the brake was applied. 


—In the performance in Paris ofSe 


Pied de Mouton, a candlestick bearing 
two lighted candles is brought upon the 
stage. One of the characters in the play 
blows out the candles, but as he moves 
away one of them becomes relighted. The 
actor again blows out this light, when the 
other one becomes kindled; and, becom- 
ing enraged, the man takes up the candle- 
stick and blows furiously without being 
able to extinguish the lights permanently. 
This effect, which creates considerable 
astonishment, is produced by means of an 
electric spark from an induction coil, 
which inflames the vapor from a mixture 
of ether and spirits of turpentine con- 
tained in the vessels representing the wax 
tapers.

Judge Pitman, in an essay upon "Al- 


cohol and the State, says: 


Intemperance is the most prolific source 


of disease and vice, culminating in insan- 
ity, premature death, infecting the whole 
social atmosphere with physical and moral 
malaria. 
It wastes our resources, in- 


creases our taxes, diminishes our produc- 
tive capacity, degrades labor and destroys 
home, fills our alms-houses with paupers 
and our prisons with criminals : it is the 
strongest antagonist of every educating 
agency which tends to make good citi- 
zens, and the unfailing ally of every vice 
that makes bad ones. 


The National Medical Association of 


the United States, in June, 1880, passed 
the following resolution: 


That in view of the alarming preva- 


lence and ill-effects of intemperance, 
with which none arc so familiar as mem- 
bers of the medical profession, and which 
have called forth from English physi- 


more than fair promise of a good share of 
custom.

This would make 600,000,000 
four pound loaves of bread, which would 
give seventy-five loaves to each family in 
the whole country, or if used as cobble 
stones, would pave a road thirty feet 
wide from Boston to Chicago.

Dr. Hargreaves says: 
We find'it established beyond doubt by 


official statistics, in the records of courts, 
by the experience of judges, and the ob- 
servation of enlightened philanthropists, 
that the prevalence of intemperance in 
any country is an unvarying standard by 
which the crimes committed in it may be 
numbered and measured. 


The State board of charities in Massa- 


chusetts for 1869 reported that 


The proportion of crime traceable to 


this great vice roust be set down as here- 
tofore at not less than four-fifths. 


The board of police justices in New 


York City, in their report in 1874, say: 


We are fully satisfied that intoxication 


is the one great leading cause tliat ren- 
ders the existence of our police courts 
necessary. 


Dr. Elisha Harris, after inspecting the 


various prisons' in New York, in 1873, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the relation 
of intemperance to crime, says that helms 
no doubt that eighty-five per cent, is trace- 
able directly to that cause. 


Hon. J. 0. Park, of Boston, for many 


years prosecuting attorney in that city, 
and having ample means to observe and 
judge, give it,as.his opinion that ninety- 
nine per cent, of the crimes committed in 
that city are due to the use of intoxica- 
ting drinks. In addition to this, we have 
the united testimony -of all alms-house 
keepers in this country that nine-tenths of 
the inmates of those establishments are 
there through intemperance; while the 
leading medical authorities of the world 
tell us that if the drinking of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage was abolished the 
sick and death rate among the people 
would be reduced at least one-half. 


The next great conflict in this country 


will be the liquor question. 
On this there 


can be no middle ground. Thd only safe- 
ty is in absolute prohibition, by congres- 
sional legislation, of the importation and 
manufacture of liquors.

VAIN AND WKAK. 


It is a curious but absolute fact with 


regard to General Grant that "he never 
opens his mouth but that he says some- 
thing." His recent declarations bearing 
upon partisan politics have doubtless 
been read with avidity by every voter the 
whole country over, of every shade of po- 
litical faith, and there is not one of the 
whole number who could not understand 
everything he said in his Warren speech, 
and his unanswerable reasons for being a 
Republican at this time.

Orn. Grant'* Interview ana speech 


The Cincinnati Gazette of the Cth inst., 


contained the report of an interview be- 
tween the Rev. C. II. Fowler, D. D.,and 
General Grant, which gives some start- 
ling points in connection with the inside 
history of Hancock's Order No. 40. Gen- 
eral Grant talked freely to Dr. Fowler, 
and after the interview gave his written 
consent to its publication under certain 
restrictions as to tune. The conversa- 
tion took place in General Grant's library, 
at Galena, on the 21st of September. 
Speaking of Hancock, the ex-President 
said 


"Down to 1864 he seemed like a man 


ambitious to do his duty as an officer, but 
in 1864, when McClellan was nominated, 
Hancock received one vote, and thai 
greatly excited and changed him. 
He 


was so delighted that he smiled all over. 
It crazed him. Before that we got on 
well, after that he would hardly speak to 
me. I was working to enforce the laws 
of Congress, and he was working for the 
Presidency. 
Perhaps he thought I die 


not praise him enough, but, any way, he 
hardly spoke to me. It was on my nom- 
ination that he was made a Brigadier 
General in the regular army. When 1 
was made General, Stanton told me it was 
a compliment to me, and that I coulc 
name the men to fill the vacancies in the 
Lieutenant General and Major General- 
ship caused by my promotion. I nomi- 
nated him for the vacant Major General- 
ship in the regular array. He acknowl- 
edged it manfully. He was a very fair 
corps commander, but was never thought 
of for any great place. When the Army 
of the Potomac was hunting for a com- 
mander it took almost everybody—even 
came over into the West for officers—but 
nobody ever even suggested Hancock for 
the place. After he received that vote in 
1864, he had 'the bee' in his bonnet anc 
shaped everything to gain Democratic anc 
Southern favor. 
He has watched anc

brated Order No. 40 represents the di- 
rection of his sympathies1" 


"Well, I will give you the true, inner 


history of Order No. 40. Congress was 
striving to prevent Andrew Johnson from 
undoing the reconstruction laws. When- 
ever Congress passed a law, Johnson bom 
his energies to defeat its enforcement anc 
would find pretexes to dodge round it 
Then Congress would pass another law to 
hedge him up there. 
So it went on til 


Congress had taken from him all contro 
of the Generals commanding the seven 
districts of the South, except the power 
to remove them and put others in their 
places. 
These commanders could remove 


any civil officer of any grade, Judge 01 
Governor. When I vas made Genera 
and they were determining my powers anc 
duties, they gave the General, by acci- 
dent I think, or without seeing all in in- 
volved, co-ordinate powers with these dis- 
trict commanders, and as I was senior it 
gave me authority. General Sheridan 
was sent to the Department of Louisiana 
covering Louisiana and Texas. He is ver) 
shrewd and very able. He kept his eyes 
open, learning rapidly the men who were 
not worthy to occupy their places, and dis- 
covering competent and worthy men t< 
put in their places. 
The Legislature of 


Louisiana passed a law authori/ing the is- 
sue of $7,000,000 of levee bonds, ostensi- 
bly for the levee. They conditioned their 
sale on their bringing to the State not 
less than 80 per cent, of their face. The 
Governor and three Commissioners were 
to place the bonds on the market, but the; 
soon found out that the bonds would no1 
bring more than 40 per cent. To avoic 
the law they invented the plain of bor- 
rowing money and using; t le bonds as col- 
lateral. 
They could borrow about 34 or 


35 percent, of the face of the bonds 
Just at this juncture, to prevent these 
men from defrauding the State, Genera 
Sheridan took off the heads of the Gov- 
ernor and Commissioners so quick thai 
they did not know what ailed them, anc 
appointed good men in their places. 
For 


some reason, the removed men were very 
anxious to be reappointed. They em- 
ployed Reverdy( Johnson and another law- 
yer to work for them, agi eeing to pay 
them $250,000 if they were reinstated. 
This is a great deal of money for four men 
to pay for positions, unless there is some 
special gain in the case. Reverdy John- 
son came to me, but I was so stupid and 
stubborn that I could not be induced to 
reappoint them. 
He went to Andrew 


Johnson and made his case, and Andrew 
Johnson sent for me and asked me to re- 
instate those men. I refused to do so. 
He said • 'Reinstate them, even if it is 
only for one day. I will promise that 
they will resign.' I thought Johnson 
might not know of the motive why they 
were so anxious to be reinstated, and, 
thinking I would do him a great service 
in keeping him from a great blunder, I 
told him that one hour would do these 
men as well as one day, and'I unfolded 
their intent. 
But Johnson insisted on 


their being reinstated. I refused and ex- 
cused myself. Johnson then removed 
Sheridan and appointed General Hancock. 
He called Hancock to Washington to in- 
struct him in defeating the laws of Con- 
gress concerning reconstruction. 
As 


soon as I learned that Hancock was in 
town I called at his hotel instead of send- 
ing for him. I wanted to see him private- 
ly in his own room. I found him in his 
room, perhaps before lie had his break- 
fast. I said: 'General, you and I are 
soldiers—army officers. We have life po- 
sitions. We serve under successive Ad- 
ministrations without regard to party. It 
is our duty to enforce the laws of Con- 
gress—we are not responsible for the 
wisdom of the laws—Congress bears that 
responsibility. We simply enforce them.' 
He said' 'Well, I am opposed to nigger 
domination.' 'I said : 'General, it is not 
a question of nigger domination. 
Four 


millions of ex-slaves, without education 
or property, can hardly dominate 30,000,- 
000 of whites with all the education and 
property. It is a question of doing our 
sworn duty.' He said 
"Well, I'm op- 


posed to nigger domination.' I saw that 
my only chance to influence him was by 
the remnant of authority left in my hands. 
He was determined to please the Demo- 
cratic patty and the South. He went 
South and removed tthe Governor and 
Commissioners that General Sheridan had 
appointed. I instantly telegraphed him 
not to appoint to office any men who had 
[>een removed, and to give me his reasons 
iy mail for removing ths men. He tele- 
graphed in a long reply, costing the Gov- 
jmment $250, his reasons. I telegraphed 
lim that the reasons were not sufficient; 
to send by mail other reasons. 
He again 


telegraphed about the same points, only 
not quite so long, costing only $150. 
He 


telegraphed that if he could not have free- 
dom to act, his usefulness would be de- 
stroyed, and that he would hWe to ask to 
je relieved. I telegracked aira to revoke 
lis order. He asked Johnson to relieve 
lim, as no one else could. This is the 
nner history and spirit of his celebrated 
Order No. 40. This order resulted in the 


loss of many lives. T know of cases and 
can give them. His statement that the 
civil authoi ities are supreme is a truth 
admitted by all in tune of established 
peace, but I can demonstrate that he did 
not subject the military power to tha civil, 
but that he used his military power to 
overthrow the civil." 


Dr. Fowler, who held the above con- 


versation with the ex-President, was, un- 
til recently, editor of the Advocate, & lead- 
ing Mcthodifct paper, published in New 
York. He is now Missionary Secretary 
of the Methodist Church. 


QUANT'S sn:ncn AT WAKREN, OHIO. 
"Ladies and gentlemen 
I hope we 


may be able to have quiet and order here. 
It is not important so far as anything that 
I will have to say to you is concerned, 
because I shall not be able to make many 
of you hear, but the next speaker is one 
who I know you will all be glad to hear, 
and you can do so by keeping quiet and 
orderly. Not being accustomed to speak- 
ing publicly, I have drawn off a few words 
that I will say in advance of the gentle- 
man who is to follow me." 


Taking a roll of manuscript from his 


pocket, the general read 


"In view of the known character and 


ability of the speaker who is to addrees 
you to-day, and his long public career anc 
association with the leading statesmen ol 
this country for the past twenty years, it 
would not be becoming in me to detain 
you with mony remarks of my own. But 
it may be proper forme to account to you 
on the first occasion of my presiding al 
political meetings, for the faith that is ii 
me. I am a Republican, as the two great 
political parties are now divided, because 
the Republican party is a national party 
seeking the gi eatest good foi the greatest 
number of citizens. There is not a pre- 
cinct in this vast nation where a Demo- 
crat cannot cast his ballot and have it 
counted as cast. No matter what the 
prominence of the opposite party, he cai 
proclaim his political opinions, even if he 
is only one among a thousand, withoui 
fear and without proscription on accoim 
of his opinions. There are fourteen States 
and localities in some othei States, wheie 
Republicans have not this privilege. This 
is one reason why I am a Republican 
But I am a Republican for many other 
reasons. 


"The Republican party assures protec- 


tion to life and property, the public credn 
and the payment of the debts of the gov- 
ernment, State, county or municipality 
so far as it can control. The Democratic 
party does not promise this, if it does ii 
has broken its promises to the extent ol 
hundreds of millions, as many Northern 
Democrats can testify to their sorrow, 
am a Republican as between existing par- 
ties, because it fosters the production ol 
the field and farm and of manufactories 
and it encourages general education ol 
the poor as well as the rich. 


"The Democratic party discourages al 


these when in absolute power. The Re- 
publican party is a party of progress anc 
of liberality toward its opponents. II 
encourages the poor to strive to better 
their condition, the ignorant to educate 
their children to enable them to compete 
successfully with their more fortunate as- 
sociates, and, in fine, it secures an entire 
equality before the law of every citizen 
no matter what his race, nationality or 
previous condition. It tolerates no priv- 
ileged class. Every one has the oppor- 
tunity to make himself all he is capable 
of. 


"Ladies and gentlemen, do you believe 


this can be truthfully said in the greater 
part of the fourteen States of this Union 
to-day which the Democratic party con- 
trols absolutely. The Republican party 
is a party of principles, the same princi- 
ples prevailing wherever it has a foot- 
hold. The Democratic party is united on 
but one thing, and that is in getting con- 
trol of the government in all its branches.

Ammonia in water 
nibbed on with a flannel or sponge will 
answer the purpose. In all cases brush 
thoroughly to tho first place. To remove 
grease from carpets and restore colors, 
take a handful ol crushed soap bark (quil- 
iqua) to a pail of water. Scrub the spots 
and sponge the carpets all over. 


A SIMPLE PROTECTION for metallic 


surface* us of plows, and indeed of all 
other implements, tools, and other house- 
hold articles, is n mixture of say a pint of 
lard and a piece .if rosin (resin) the size 
of an egg, melted with it. This supplies 
a sort of cheap varnish thut may be rubbed 
on with a cloth \ cry thinly. The rosin 
will shut out air nnd moisture, and keep 
the surface bright, 
Steel knives and 


forks kid away for occasional use, if 
smeared with the thinnest film of this 
mixture, and wipe d nearly clean, will be 
saved from rust. The coat is quickly re- 
moved by dipping in hot water and wiping, 
when they are brought out for use. This 
applies to all met,:l surfaces, steel, iron, 
brass, etc. 


TREATMENT o»- SCABLET FKVEII 


The foreign medical journals quite gener- 
ally notice the successful treatment of 
scarlet fever by Dr. II. Pigeon, by the 
use of sulphur. ]t appears that all the 
cases in which he employed this remedy 
were wdl marked, and the epidermis on 
the arm! in each uise came away like the 
skin of 'A snake. The patient was thor- 
oughly anointed tw ice a day with sulphur 
ointment and five or ten grains of sulphur 
given in a littfe j im twice daily. 
Suffi- 


cient sulphur was burned three times a 
day, on toals on a shovel, to fill the room 
with fumes, and, of course, was thoroughly 
inhaled by the patient. Dr. Pigeon as- 
sert* that, under this mode of treatment, 
each case Improved immediately, and 
none were over ei^ht days in making a 
complete recovery. 


THE COOK'S CORNER. 


SAUSIOE.—A very nice way to cook 


sausages, is to boil them first in water in 
a frying-pan; then encasing them in a 
covering -of plain pie-crust, bake them 
until they are done. You may make a 
gravy, if you like, out of the water they 
were boiled in, adding browned flour, a 
sinnll piece of buttur and a little summer 
savory. 


Touon STEAK.—Instead of pounding 


cut it with a sharp knife, making fine 
parallel cuts on either side until every 
part has been dossed and recrossed. 
Press it together and lay on a wire broil- 
er. Hold close to the fire until each side 
is seared to retain the juice, then turn 
and tend with the utmost care. Place 
the steak upon a hot platter and season 
witli bits of butter, pepper and salt. 


Eoas, NEWPORT STYLE.—Take one 


pint of bread crumbs and soak in one pint 
of milk. Beat ci^lit eggs very light, and 
stir with the soaked crumbs, beating five 
minutes. 
Have leady a saucepan in 


which are two talilespoonfuls of butter, 
thoroughly hot, but not scorching; pour 
in the mixture, sc ison with pepper and 
salt, as the mass is opened nnd stirred 
with the "scrambling," which should be 
done quickly with the point of the knife, 
fur three minutes, or until thoroughly hot. 
Serve on a hot pint tor, with squares of 
buttered toast. 


BUNS.—One ami one-half cups of new 


milk, one cup of im e yeast, one-half cup 
of sugar; mix with flour enough to form 
a thin batter; let it rise from night till 
morning, tb<>n ;: very light, add one tea- 
spoonful of salaratus, one cup of sugar, 
one-half cup melted butter, the whites of 
two eggs, essence of lemon, and some 
English currents. Mix stiff and let it 
raise until quite li<;ht, then mould into 
small cakes and put them on a baking tin 
to rise once more, giving them space to 
spread enough to join each other. Do not 
let them get spur, but as soon as light, 
wet the tops with tlie white of an egg, 
sprinkle with white sugar, and bake in a 
quick oven. 


SPONGE CAKE.—This is perfect if pro- 


perly made. Ten eggs, 1 ID. pulverized 
sugar, half a pound of flour, juice and 
grated rind of one Urge lemon. Prepare 
all the ingredients before commencing to 
make the cake. Si ft flour four times, sift 
sugar; after the flour is weighed add a 
teaspoon even full of cream of tartar. 
Two persons should beat the eggs, one the 
yolks and half the sugar, the other one 
the whites, until both are very light. 
Then very lightly cnt the whites into the 
yolks and add the rest of the sugar. Last- 
ly sift the flour in little at a time very 
gently but quickly. Put in a pan not but- 
tered and bake in a very moderate oven, 
as the whole coke should be heated before 
beginning to rise. Whe-i done, turn up- 
side-down, with little blocks at the sides, 
so it will not touch anything, and when 
cold loosen the edges with a knife and 
take out, cover with icing. After the 
creom of tartar is added to the flour, sift 
so as to mix it thoroughly. Try with a 
straw to see if it is done in forty minutes.
